Renovation of the Grayling Middle School 
gym and construction of an addition to the 
Grayling Middte School will probably begin 
at the end of this winter, when the weather 
breaks. 

Renovation of the middle school, con- 
struction at the Grayling Elementary 
School, and playground work at both the 


_ Frederic and Grayling Elementary will 


probably begin in June when classes end. 

Kent Reynolds, Crawford AuSable Super- 
intendent, said there is a good possibility the 
six classrooms added at the Grayling 
Elementary will be ready for students by 
September, 1986. 

If the Grayling Elementary extra class- 
rooms are ready by September, then sixth 
graders will likely to be housed at the Gray- 
ling Elementary for the first semester of 


1986 while the middle school is renovated. 

The eighth graders will likely be placed in 
the Grayling High School during the first 
semester while the middle school is 
renovated. 

The seventh grade, consisting of about 85 
students (the smallest class in the district) 
could possibly use four classrooms in local 
churches. 

Reynolds said it’s possible students could 
be back in middle school classrooms by 
January, 1987, with most of the areas 
finished. 

He said as soon as construction dates are 
set, parents will be informed. Parents will 
probably know by spring where students 
will be housed the next year, and the school 
district can inform parents during the 
summer of any changes. 


IOR Board to Mecide 


Land Transfer Request 


The C.0.0.R. Intermediate School Dis- 
trict Board of Education will rule on a land 
transfer request involving Crawford 
AuSable and the Gerrish-Higgins school dis- 
tricts. 

Four students are involved currently in a 
request to transfer the entire section 22 in 
Beaver Creek Township from the Crawford 
AuSable district to Gerrish-Higgins. 

The entire section has state equalized 
values at about $136,000 and currently 
brings in $3,400 in revenue for Crawford 
AuSable, 

The section is located on the east side of 
Johnson Road. The east side of Johnson 
Road except for this section is in the 
Gerrish-Higgins district. The west side of 
the road is in Crawford AuSable. 

Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent 
Reynoids said there are a whole lot of lines 
not straight in area school districts and it 
would be impossible to straighten every- 
thing out. 

The request started from a family who 
moved into the section this summer. The 
children had attended Gerrish-Higgins 
schools for the last five years and the family 
thought section 22 was included in the 
Gerrish-Higgins district. 

The Crawford AuSable board expressed

sympathy for the family but went on record 
as opposing a transfer because it opened the 
door for a series of transfers that could hurt 
either district. 

The COOR board will rule on the transfer 
at their October meeting. 

In other school board news from their 
regular meeting Monday, Sept. 16, school of- 
ficials reported the GHS roof will be repair- 
ed at no cost to the district. The roof over the 
gym leaked during the recent heavy rains 
and a ten-year guarantee on the new roof 
will take care of all repairs. A representa- 
tive of the roof material manufacturer flew 
in from New York to examine the structure 
and found a mistake in the installation. 

The school board voted to hold a special 
election Tuesday, November 5, as directed 
by the Kirtland Community College Board 
of Trustees, for the purpose of asking voters 
toe raise the millage for the community col- 
lege from 1 mill to 1% mills. 

Although by law, the local school district 
must call for the election for the community 
college, there is no cost for the election to 
lécal districts. Kirtland Community College 
will pay for the election. The Avalanche will 
take a more detailed look at the Kirtland 
Community College request for additional 
millage in the next issue.

Fish Hatchery Ends Year 
At 38,000 Visitor Mark 


The Grayling Fish Hatchery, which closed 
for the season Sunday, drew 38,000 visitors 
this year and finished with finances in the 
black. 

The hatchery was open 30 less days this 
year but almost drew as many as last year’s 
record number of 38,711. In 1984, the tourist 
attraction opened during Trout Opening 
Weekend. In 1985, the hatchery opened for 
Memorial weekend. 

This is the third year the community- 
operated hatchery has been opened and the 
third year it finished with money left over. 


Finishing in the black this year was signi- 
ficant, said Bobby Smock, chairman of the 
Fish Hatchery Committee, because there 
were no subsidies as in the past. Last year 
the hatchery received a $12,000 Private In- 
dustry Council grant for hiring employees. 

Most of the hatchery’s income comes 
from donations from the community, 
donations at the gate, and the sale of fish 
food to visitors. 

Entry to the hatchery is free. 

‘Through the efforts of a very dedicated 
staff and volunteers from the RSVP pro- 


gram, we were able to come out ahead again 
this year,” Smock told Crawford County 
commissioners at their regular meeting 
Sept. 10. ‘Howard Hatfield, in my opinion, 
did another remarkable job,” said Smock. 
‘He works seven days a week without fail.’’ 

Commissioner Jeannette Kitchen com- 
mended all the people involved with the hat- 
chery for a great job and commissioner Bud 
Joyce said the whole operation was very 
well organized. 

This year Smock said the hatchery coor- 
dinated with a Camp Nokomis work crew on 
cleaning the AuSable from Grayling to Bur- 
ton’s. Jolly Redskin donated use of canoes 
and the crew picked up 21 bags of garbage 
just on one trip from Grayling to the i-75 
bridge, 

The hatchery had more fish this year — 
27,000 trout. Most of the trout are leased 
from Flowing Wells or Cedarbrook. The 
hatchery does own some large trout that will 
be kept through the winter at a trout farm. 

No serious vandalism was reported at the 
hatchery this year and wild birds were the 
only ones who managed to sneak away with | 
any fish.

SOUTH AFRICA 
A DILEMMA? 

The civil strife in South 
Africa is creating much dis- 
cussion and response from 
around the world. Since it is 
clear that the government of 
the United States is 
becoming involved in the in- 
ternal affairs of another 
sovereign nation, we should 
be considering what the con- 
sequences of our action will 
bring. Many people in both 
the news media and govern- 
ment are stressing the evil of 
apartheid as our primary 
problem to help solve. Is the 
greatest evil in South Africa 
really racism? 

Since communism is in- 
volved in creating the 
present insurrection, the evil 
of communism should be 
considered and compared 
with the evil of apartheid. If 
we bring sanctions against 
the South African govern- 
ment and cause it to fall to 
communism, will we have 
helped or hurt the situation? 
Will the black Africans un- 
der apartheid be better off 
than the millions of starving 
blacks under communism? 
Why is racism being con- 
sidered a greater threat to 


. civil rights than other more 


severe violations under com- 
munism? 

Is America responding 
with a guilty conscience over 
our own past treatment of 
blacks? Slavery was a pri- 
mary cause of our own civil 
war. As President Lincoln 
said, ‘Without slavery the 
rebellion could never have 
existed; without slavery it 
could not continue.’’ Yet Lin- 
coln had the wisdom to fight 
against the greater evil. 
“Much as I hate slavery, I 
would consent to the exten- 
sion of it rather than see the 
union dissolved, just as I 
would consent to any great 
evil to avoid a greater one.” 
(Speech at Peoria, Illinois on 
October 16, 1854). 

While apartheid is evil 


because it violates the rights [| 


of blacks, communism is 


more evil because it violates | 


the rights of all citizens. To 
the communist, socialist or 
humanist, apartheid is a

From American history, 
Lincoln reminded the people 
that the North could not have 
won the Civil War without 
the military help of free 
blacks. So also, we need to 
encourage the government 
of South Africa to win the 
confidence and support of 
more blacks through liberty 
and education. Liberty by 
positive steps to end apar- 
theid. Education to inform 
them of the communist 
alternatives. The complex 
problem desperately needs 
our prayers,

Twice this summer I have 
had the opportunity to sit in 
on meetings of the Michigan 
Natural Resources Com- 
mission (NRC), the appoint- 
ed body which oversees the 
operations of the Dept. of 
Natural Resources. On both 
occasions I was awed by the 
various and sundry topics 
brought before them: the 
“normal” concerns such as 
hunting, trapping and fish- 
ing are joined, and in some 
cases, overshadowed by 
such things as landfills, air 
pollution, water quality, land 
acquisition, access sites, 
land use, drilling, dams, in- 
ternal departmental con- 
cerns and just about any- 
thing else you can dream up. 

Special concerns also arise 
from time to time: elk hunt- 
ing, no-kill regulations, and 
dove hunting are a few of the 
recent controversial items. 
Each of these subjects have 
advocates and opponents 
who wish to make their view 
known to the Commission. 
Correspondence, telephone 
communications and public 
appearances are utilized by 
these concerned citizens to 
make their ideas known. In 
fact, one afternoon from 
each monthly session is set 
aside for public comment. 

Few public bodies affect 
as many people as the NRC, 
fewer still have such wide 


ranging responsibilities and .

Rev. Colin Campbell 
Dies In California 


The Rev. Colin Campbell 
Jr., former rector of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church, 
Palo Alto, died Tuesday 
night at his Palo Alto home 
of lung cancer. He was 54. 

Mr. Campbell had resign- 
ed in December after nearly 
13 years as rector of St, 
Mark’s. His death came less 
than a week before the in- 
stallation next Monday even- 
ing of his successor, the Rev.

After leaving St. Mark’s, 
Mr. Campbell began a new 
ministry called Renewed 
Prodigals Inc., a spiritual 
counseling service for people 
with aleohol and drug de- 
pendencies. A’ recovering 
alcoholic, he had told parish- 
ioners of his own alcoholism 
years ago, and received the 
congregation’s support in 
confronting it. 

Born in Detroit, Mich., he 
grew up in nearby Birming- 
ham. He played football at 
Washington & Lee Univer- 
sity, Lexington, Va., then 
took his B.A. degree in 
English and history at 
Wayne State University, 
Detroit. He next attended 
Virginia Theological Semi- 
nary, graduating in 1957. He 
was ordained as a priest in 
1958. 

After serving as vicar of 
two small missions in 
Northern Michigan, St. An- 
drew’s, Gaylord, and St. 
Francis, Grayling, he went 
in 1963 to St. Clare’s in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., as vicar. Dur- 
ing his tenure it was made a 
parish, and he became rec- 
tor. He was called to Palo 
Alto in 1972. 

Mr. Campbell leaves his 
wife of 28 years, Mary- 
Nelson; a brother, John

HATS SHOULD go off to a group of 
Detroit high school students who rallied 
around the American flag in a recent 
rhubarb involving the flag as a back- 
ground for school identification cards. 

According to newspaper reports, it hap- 
pened like this: 

Detroit schools regularly issue identi- 
fication cards for student and staff per- 
sonnel for security reasons. Backgrounds 
for the photos are changed each year to 
reduce the use of stolen cards and 
forgeries. 

This year Detroit’s Southwestern High 
School chose the American flag, but 
decided to scrap the flag background when 
a foreign-born school employee objected. 


A WOMAN WHO works as a parapro- 
fessional in the school’s bilingual educa- 
tion department refused to be photograph- 
ed with the flag as a background. 

“She said she wasn’t born in America 
and she didn’t want her picture taken with 
a flag,” according to a quote in The Detroit 
News from Michael Cox, Southwestern 
High senior. “She didn’t get angry, she 
just refused to be photographed.” 

So school officials dropped the flag as a 
background. 

This didn't set too well with many of the 
students and faculty members. Students 
rounded up a petition with 340 student 
signatures urging the return of the flag to 
the identification cards. 

“Personally I don’t think there are more 
than three to five students in the school 
who would object to having the flag, 
regardless of their ethnic group,”’ student 
Cox said. 

. ‘We are all American citizens.” 

HISTORY TEACHER Marshal! Corby 
also objected, according to the News’ 
story: 

“I told my kids in class there was a time 
when we kidnapped people and brought 
them to this country as slaves,” Corby 
said, 

“‘But no one comes to the United States 


against his will anymore. I’m glad to be. 


Governor James Blanchard, who recent- 
ly led a delegation of state officials in 
meetings with New York rating houses, 
said he is hopeful of getting an improved 
rating which he said would translate into a 
tax cut. 

Both Moody's Investors Service and 
Standard and Poor’s are reviewing 
material submitted by the state and other 
data before issuing ratings on $350 million 
in short term notes the state intends to 
market this month. 

Blanchard said if the agencies grant 
Michigan’s request for the highest rating 
‘possible on the notes, total borrowing costs 
should be about $17 million, or 50 percent, 
lower than the $33.3 million the state paid 
to obtain a $450 million note last year. 

The annual borrowing is required to 
meet heavy school aid and other cash pay- 
ments at the start of the fiscal year, Octo- 
ber 1. 

The Governor said he and Treasurer 
Robert Bowman discussed the state’s 
stronger financial condition and reduced 
borrowing needs. 

If the state gets the highest possible 
rating without outside credit support, 
Blanchard said it would “allow us to keep 
our financial recovery program on track 
and will translate into a tax cut for the 
people of Michigan.” 

He said the state is able to expand educa- 
tion, prison and road programs while 
bringing donw income taxes and proposing 
property tax cuts because ‘‘we have 
straightened out our finances, paid off our 
debts, and improved our credit rating.” 

Michigan has not had a MIG I — the 
highest Mocdy’s rating -- without backing 
from outside sources since 1978. Last 
year’s bank-backed borrowing cost $31.5

KELLEY TO FILE SULT FOR ILLEGAL 
DISPOSAL OF TOXIC WASTES | 

Attorney General Frank Kelley announ- 
ced he has notified the former owners and 
operators of a site near Pontiac that has 
been used for illegal disposal of toxic 
wastes of an impending lawsuit. 

The action involves a site located in 
Auburn Hills which was previously 
operated by the Great Lakes Container 
Corporation who had used the site for the 
reconditioning of metal drums. 

Kelley said an intensive investigation 
by the Dept. of Natural Resources has 
revealed that more than 3,000 drums con- 
taining hazardous and toxic wastes were 
illegatly buried at the site and that bulk 
liquid wastes were dumped into the 
ground, pouting soils, groundwaters and 
the Galloway Creek, a tributary of the 
Clinton River. 

He noted the information indicated that 
the wastes were improperly buried and 
dumped at various times prior to Septem- 
ber 26, 1984, when the present owner, 
Columbus Steel Drum Company, pur- 
chased the facility from Great Lakes. 

The Attorney General issued a notice to 
Great Lakes that a civil lawsuit will be 
filed in federal district court within 60 days 
unless the parties agree to a full settle- 
ment of the state’s claims. The notice was 
given in accordance with federal laws, in- 
cluding the Comprehensive Environmen- 
tal Response, Compensation and Liability 
Act of 1980, the so-called Superfund law,

DNR Conservation 
Officers Honored 


Lansing — Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Conservation Officers (Cos) 
will be honored in a special 
observance with a week of 
activities highlighting their 
dedication and commitment 
to enforcing Michigan’s en- 
vironmental laws. 

Ronald 0. Skoog, DNR 
Director, says that ‘“Mich- 
igan Conservation Officer 
Awareness Week” — Sept. 
22-28 — is a unique oppor- 
tunity to acquaint all Mich- 
igan citizens with the many 
responsibilities, sacrifices 
and dangers that are in- 
volved with being a CO. 

“This marks the first time 
in Michigan history that 
citizens of our State have 
joined together to honor 
these remarkable men and 
women,’ adds Skoog. “It 
gives us the chance to show 
our gratitude for the work 
they do throughout the 
year.”’ He notes that despite 
long hours and hazardous 
working conditions, COs are 
enthusiastic about their jobs. 

“Their job is a dangerous 
one. A study showed that 
COs are eight-times more 
likely to be the victim of a 
felonious assault in the line- 
of-duty than any other law 
enforcement officer. Many 
of the people that a CO con- 
fronts carry weapons,’ 
Skoog says. 

DNR law enforcement offi- 
cers ‘have been on the job 
since 1887, when small 
groups of individuals don- 
ning mismatched uniforms 
were vested with the 
authority to protect game 


and fish laws in the Upper . 


Peninsula and northern 
parts of the Lower Penin- 
sula. 

Today, COs are much 
more than game wardens 
and enforce all environmen- 
tal laws throughout the 
State. Working with limited 
staff (144 field officers cover 
over 96,000 square miles in 
Michigan), it is not uncom- 
mon for an officer to put in 
well over 50 hours a week. 
They also conduct education 
and safety classes on out- 
door recreational activities 
in schools and at public 
meetings. 


Herbal 
Corner 


How many of you have — 
tried an herbal bath? I, for ° 


one, did not know how to pre- 


pare an herbal bath when I | 


first heard of it. Here’s how: 


Take a muslin cloth about 12 . 
inches square — keep this 


cloth for all of your baths — 
and place all of your herbs in 
the center. Draw up the cor- 
ners and tie. Be sure to leave 
the herbs loose in the cloth 
to allow for expansion of the 
herbs. This cloth will be 
placed in your tub of hot 
water for about 10-15 
minutes to steep. Finish 
filling your tub then step in 
the water and relax. 

From Jeanne Rose’s Her- 
bal Body Book — a book I 
highly recommend — comes 
the following recipes: ‘‘Sim- 
ple Bath - Lavender is won- 
derfully stimulating; House- 
leek is used for its healing 
powers; Peppermint con- 
taining menthol is cooling 
and aromatic; Yarrow is a 
potent astringent. A Muscle- 
Relaxing Bath — 2 0z. Sassa- 
fras bark, 1 oz. each of Bur- 
dock root, Mugwort, 
Agrimony, Comfrey leaf, 
and Sage. This bath is for- 
mulated to help relax sore, 
tired, and strained muscles 
and for muscular aches and 
pain.”’ This bath sounds 
ideal after working on the 
woodpile. Use the herbal 
bags to scrub yourself with. 

“Barley Bath to Cleanse 
and Soften the Skin - Mix 
together 1 lb. Barley, 4 lbs. 
Bran and 8 ozs. Borage 
flowers and leaves; boil 
them in a quantity of water 
until everything is soft and 
mushy. Strain the liquid into 
the tub, wrap the solid mat- 
ter in cheesecloth. You 
needn't use soap with this 
bath; it is sufficient to scrub 
your skin with the Barley 
bag.” 

Some of these may sound 
off the wall; but as truth is 
sometimes stranger than fic- 
tion, try them out before you 
judge. 

Next week, darlin’, I will 
give recipes for healing 
baths — just maybe I can be 
persuaded to explain why 
they work.

Clean Heating 
Systems 
Before Lighting 


The Grayling City and 
Township Fire Department 
remind all residents to check 
and clean their chimneys, 
furnaces and stoves before 
the heating season gets un- 
derway. During 1984 the 
Grayling Fire Department 
responded to 114 calls, of 
which 19 were chimney fires 
and 9 calls related to other 
home heating devices. 

' Here are some suggestions 
to help you avoid stove 
related and chimney fires: 

¢ In general, stoves should 
be installed at least 3 feet 
from ordinary combustibles 
walls, ceilings and should be 
on a noncombustible base. 
Recommended clearance on 
single wall pipe is 3 times the 
diameter of the pipe. 

* Follow the manufac- 
turers instructions and 
building codes when install- 
ing. 

e Use only a chimney ap- 
proved for use with the fuel 
being burned. 

° Don’t connect a stove toa 
chimney burning other fuel 
such as gas or oil. Keep the 
chimney clean, free of creo- 
sote build up. Make sure the 
bricks and mortar are 
always in good condition 
otherwise, flames can pene- 
trate crevices in the brick 
work and ignite wood con- 
struction. Make sure all flue 
connections are tightly seal- 
ed and in place. 

¢ Never burn trash as a 
fuel; the fire could get out of 
hand. 

« When bringing wood or 
coal indoors, store it at least 
3 feet from the stove so it 
won’t start to burn from 
radiant heat. 

« During heating season, 
clean and check your chim- 
ney at least once a month,

Dear Mr. Griffin; 

In response to your head- 
line article, “What Would 
“Holy Water’ No-Kill 
Produce?” You certainly hit 
the nail on the head when 
you stated that the No-Kill 
issue has been a hotly 
debated question. What I 
ascertained from your ar- 
ticle is that the computer 
mode} predicts a very signi- 
ficant increase in Large 
Trout per river mile under 
the No-Kill, whereas the slot 
limit will produce the 
smaller number of Trout per 
river mile. Your article also 
states that the slot limit rule 
was instituted experiemen- 
tally, ‘In hopes it would pro- 
tect those mid-sized fish 
reulsting in a larger popula- 
tion of larger trout.” “In 
fact, big-fish numbers drop- 
ped.” 

I am not intending 
criticism of your article as it 
presented a very substantial 
set of statistics. However, 
your article interestingly 
points out some factors I 
would like to expound on. 
The average sports minded 
individual is not trained as a 
Biologist or Statistician, 
consequently he relies on 
others for research/analy- 
ses; this would seem the 
proper avenue for the 
average individual to follow. 
I might add that until the 
recent ‘“No-Kill’’ proposals 
few of us ‘‘Averages’’ ques- 
tioned the bureaucracy of 
policy making. Recent 
developments have brought 
to the sporting publics atten- 
tion, sadly, that our Natural 
Resource Management ap- 
pear to be guided by person- 
nel who do not (inspite of 
educational background) 
have a great deal more ex- 
perience than the public who 
utilize the River Resources. 
To substantiate my belief let 
me analyze your article: The 
Burton-Wakeley AuSable 
River section at first was 
designated as Quality Water 
Flies only. Changing rules 
limited the creel limits 
regressively from 15/10/5, 
also setting the size of legal 
Kill between 10-12, 16+ in- 
ches, this proved unsatisfac- 
tory as the Trout population 
worsened drastically so the 
slot limit was changed to 8- 
12, 16+ which improved fish- 
ing, hut as you state 
removed the number of 
larger fish. 

At about the same time the 
that slot limits were in- 
stituted other aspects were 
presented as problems for 
Study and improvement. Ef- 
fluents infilatrating the 
AuSable from the City of 
Grayling waste disposal and 
Thermal Pollution have been 
strongly pursued as 
detrimental problems. The 
City of Grayling spent thou- 
sands of dollars renovating 
the Sewage and Storm drain 
systems, Construction of a 
new Lagoon area eliminated 
the City Sanitary system as 
a source of nutrient infiltra- 
tion. Now it is being dis- 
cussed that due to the 
removal of waste water 
nutrients the insect life on 
the river system has 
diminished, creating a prob- 
lem in the food chain, con- 
tributing to growth factors in 
the Fish Life. 

Strong controversy be- 
tween the Dept. of Natural 
Resources and City Officials 
developed over the proposed 
removal of the 1-75 Business 
Loop Bridge/Dam which if 
accomplished would have 
drained and destroyed 
waterfowl wildlife habitat. 
As it presently stands the 
Dam and _ backwaters 
remain, however, the argu- 
ment upon which the D.N.R. 
based their case was that the 
Dam and its subsequent 
backwaters were creating 
Thermal Pollution which 
was detrimental to the river 
trout population. Now we are 
being told that warmer 
water temperatures favor 
the Brown Trout habitat, 
while Brook Trout thrive on 
the cooler water conditions. 


_ If, as previously explained, 


the I/75 Dam is still holding 
back the AuSable River flow, 
it then seems reasonable to 
assume that the Thermal 


- Pollution factor has not 
| lessened. Why then with 
' nothing changed are we ex- 
‘ periencing an 
_ (happily I might say) in the 
. Brook Trout population? 


increase 


Come on now, let’s call a 
spade for what it is. The 
Dept. of Natural Resources 
is being influenced by 
Special Interest groups. 
Fisheries Biologists are em- 
ployees of the D.N.R., thus, 
it is reasonably obvious that 
the biological statistics favor 
the predominant Special In- 
terest desires. 

When the No-Kill section of 
the South Branch, AuSable 
River was proposed it was 
strongly opposed by various 
groups including the local 
George Mason Chapter of 
Trout Unlimited as well as 
the Michigan TU Council. As 
I have been informed indivi- 
dual TU members acting 
against the Michigan Coun- 
cil majority sought and were 
successful in obtaining the 
No-Kill ruling anyway. If 
that is not Special Interest 
influence I don’t know what 
else it can be called. 

What would “Holy Water” 
No-Kill Produce? I answer 
prophetically. While statis- 
tics may indicate larger 
numbers of bigger trout it 
will prove detrimental to the 
popularity of the AuSable 
Mainstream for the average 
Sports Fishermen. 

Look at the basics: From 
the City of Grayling to Bur- 
ton Field, primarily, the 
river flows through private 
or unaccessible terrain. 
Below Wakeley Bridge again 
the public access to the river 
becomes minimal. Con- 
sequently landowners will be 
faced with increased tres- 
pass problems. The D.N.R. 
is virtually ineffectual in en- 
forcement of the present 
Quality Water rules and 
regulations as they exist, let 


- alone being burdened with 


additional problems. No, the 
average Fisherman will not 
be the benefactor of No-Kill. 
But, you can bet we will be 
the losers. When those in- 
dividuals successfully obtain 
the Special Interest they 
desire they will not stop; fir- 
st the No-Kill then the 
navigational aspect. Even- 
tually if we Averages allow it 
the AuSable will cease to be 
a Public River and will 
become an Elitist Domain.

Dear Whitey, 

I found it interesting to 
read the article, ‘River, 
Lake Associations Meet 
Over National Guard, Oil 
and Gas Well Problems’’. 
The comments of Mssrs. 
Stoffa, Franklin, Pulgini, 
and Palmer, however, are 
rebutable as they were ap- 
parently made in a vacuum. 

Mr. Stoffa from Guthrie 
Lake (Otsego County) and 
Mr. Pulgini from Lovells 
must have known they were 
purchasing property abut- 
ting the Artillery and Air-to- 
Ground Range. If Mr. Stoffa 
of Guthrie Lake and Mr. Pul- 
gini of Lovells purchased 
their property without full 
knowledge of the Nationa} 
Guard’s activities in the 
area — ‘“‘Buyer beware’’. 
Camp Grayling has been 
located in Crawford County 
since the early 1900's. 

Mr. Stoffa indicates that 
there is going to be an 
uprising in northern Michi- 
gan and he wanted it to be a 
constructive uprising. The 
four gentlemen who sponsor- 
ed the aforementioned ar- 
ticle appear to be initiating 
the uprising, but are they 
initiating their dissent on 
behalf of the majority of this 
county? Are their attempts 
to restrict the activities at 
Camp Grayling actually the 
consensus of the majority of 
the citizens of Crawford 
County or a sad commentary 
on wishful thinking? 

Mr. Stoffa’s unfounded 
comment, ‘‘right now 
they’re not training troops 
properly and they don’t have 
any control over the troops 
in the field’, is ludicrous. 
Whitey, does this man really 
have the proper credentials 
to present himself as a 
military authority? I 
seriously doubt it! 

Mr. Pulgini claims the 
military has outgrown the 
area. Mr. Pulginia believes 
that the equipment used 
currently is bigger and 
heavier, but he is wrong. 
Fact: the equipment being 
used today is no heavier than

the equipment used in the 
early 1970’s, and in some 
cases it is lighter. Case in 
point: the M55 8” Howitzer 
retired about 1970 was 
heavier than the M-110 8” 
Howitzer used today. 8” 
Howitzers have been fired at 
Camp Grayling since 1959, 
however the shell fired then 
has not changed in weight 
over the years even though 
the weapon has been modi- 
fied to enhance military 
responsiveness. 

Mr. Palmer says that mili- 
tary should stay on their 
property and not use the 
county roads. If Mr. Palmer 
would have researched the 
facts he would have dis- 
covered that Bald Hilt Road 
runs through land belonging 
to the DNR and is designated 
for use to the military by a 
special use permit. Also, Mr. 
Keir of the Crawford County 
Road Commission would 
have to readily admit, as he 
did at the Crawford County 
Township meeting in 
January 1985, that the Road 
Commission has no 
authority to deny use of 
county roads to the Military. 

Mr. Franklin is evidently 
new to this area as he in- 
dicates that “shooting from 
midnight to morning was a 
bit too much.’”’ Since 
when??? The military has 
exercised this schedule since 
I joined the Army National 
Guard in 1953. How can you 
train at night when it doesn’t 
become totally dark until af- 
ter 10:00 P.M.? Sufficient 
time to make troops combat- 
ready, or as Mr. Stoffa says, 
‘‘productive’’, requires 
much more than two hours of 
darkness. The most success- 
ful battles have been won at 
night by troops that have 
been “‘trained”’ to fight dur- 
ing these hours. Peace and 
preparedness dictate that 
our military forces train 
during hours of darkness — 
can we afford less? 

Whitey, as most of us 
know, the U.S. has a big in- 
vestment here, and efforts of 
a disgruntled few to find 
fault with Camp Grayling’s 
military activities in this 
county should be dismissed. 
Camp Grayling stands to 
gain approximately $10 
million worth of construction 
at the camp in the next year. 
In the next ten years, expen- 
ditures of an additional $30 to 
$40 million are not unreason- 
able to expect. Camp Gray- 
ling has done much to stimu- 
late the Grayling area, and 
our country has too much in- 
vested here to pick up and 
move to some other area 
(probably unavailable) to 
satisfy a few narrow-minded 
individuals. 

In closing, I feel that 
Mssrs. Stoffa, Franklin, Pul- 
gini and Palmer need to put 
their prejudices aside and 
come to grips with 20th cen- 
tury reality. Camp Grayling 
is here to stay. It’s about 
time someone said it and if 
these gentlemen cannot 
tolerate the military in this 
area, maybe they should find 
another area more to their 
liking.

As a summer resident and 
property owner in Oscoda 
County, Iam concerned with 
the conservation of those 
natural resources which con- 
tribute so much to the health 
of the economy in these nor- 
thern counties. Secondly, as 
a fly fishermen, pledged for 
over twenty years to the 
release of trout, I am con- 
cerned with the improve- 
ment of that national trea- 
sure which the AuSable 
River represents. Thirdly, 
as a Presbyterian minister, I 
am concerned with what is 
represented as biblical fact. 
Thus it is that I write in 
response to a recent column 
in your newspaper (August 
22, 1985) entitled, “The Bible 
Speaks” in which the author 
represented biblical teach- 
ing as somehow inconsistent 
with ‘‘no kill” regulations 
which some of us hope to see 
instituted on a small stretch 
of the AuSable River, 


It is often observed that | 


the Bible can be quoted for 
the support of almost any 
notion. While this is not en- 
tirely true, those of us who 
deal professionally as 
preachers and teachers with 
the Old and New Testament 
scriptures need to be parti- 


- the performance of it. 


cularly careful in citing the 
Bible in support of the posi- 
tions which we take upon 
various issues. In my 
opinion, as a preacher and 
seminary lecturer, the 
recent column represented 
something of a misuse of 
scripture, as well as a lack of 
acquaintance with well 
established research about 
“catch and release” regula- 
tions for a trout stream. 

I find no convincing evi- 
dence in the New Testament 
which would suggest that 
fishing was the favorite ac- 
tivity of certain of Jesus’ 
disciples or that fish might 
have been the favorite food 
of Jesus. While we might all 


benefit from eating fish © 


rather than red meat, those 
disciples of our Lord who 
were fishermen were 
engaged in it commercially 
and may well have despised 
both the catching and eating 
of fish. It was something 
they had to do for a living. 

To quote such passages is 
entirely irrelevant to ques- 
tions of conservation as 
these relate to sport fishing. 
Commercial fishing is a very 
different activity than sport 
fishing and the Sea of Galilee 
is quite a different piece of 
fishing water than the 
AuSable. In particular, that 
ancient “holy water” has not 
been subjected to the merci- 


iess traffic to which the . 
“holy water’? of our local, :

For an ancient document, 
the Old Testament displays 
an amazingly advanced con- 


cept of conservation. The. 


fruit trees of enemy nations 
are not to be destroyed in 
battle (Deuteronomy 20:19), 
beasts of burden, even those 
of an enemy, are to be 
treated with care (Exodus 
23:5), and special laws pro- 
tect even wildfowl (Deuter- 
onomy 22:6, 7). God’s pity 
for the city of Nineveh is 


‘based partly upon his com- 


passion for the cattle of the 
city (Jonah 4:11)! 

It is out of this same 
reverence for wildlife that 
we seek ‘“‘catch and release”’ 
regulations. Fishery re- 
search has demonstrated 
that fish thrive in ‘‘no kill” 
areas. Far from being tor- 
tured, they grow large and 
live to a ripe old age. It is 
“meat fishing’ which kills 
fish! We are not seeking a 
quarrel with those who like 
to keep their catch. It is a 
long established and accept- 
able form of sport fishing. 
Furthermore, we have no 
desire to drive those who fish 
for food off the river. We 
seek only nine miles of top 
quality fishing on the main- 
stream. That leaves over 90 
miles of river for those who 
want to fish for food, and 
most of that long stretch is 
within 20 minutes of Gray- 
ling. 

Even without ‘‘no-ki}}’”’ 
regulations, the present 
quality fishing section of the 
AuSable is known as one of 
the finest trout steams in the 
world. It brings fly fisher- 
men (and their money) to 
this area from all over our 
country. It is both a local and 
a national treasure. A ‘‘cat- 
ch and release” regulation 
would guarantee improve- 
ment of this section of the 
stream and the continuing 
high reputation of the 
AuSable. 

Finally, the closing in- 
ference of the article seems 
to associate those of us who 
fish for pleasure and not for 
food with those who seek ‘“‘to 
hide the sins of sexual 
pleasure”? by abortion. I 
cannot beHeve that the 
author meant to establish 
this kind of guilt by associa- 
tion. It would certainly be a 
cheap shot, inappropriate 
for an author who purports 
to tell us what the Bible 
teaches.

Doodies From 
The Tail Timber 


By Wendell L. Hoover 


A frequent comment or 
question that I hear is in 
reference to the absence of 
birds in the Tail Timber, and 
many people comment on 
the absence of animals 4lso. 
There are several birds 
which nest in the canopy af- 
forded by.the tall Pines. The 
Barred and Horned Owls 
find in those tall trees just 
the sort of place they want in 
which to build their nest, the 
Evening Grosbeak nest in 
that canopy also. Other birds 
such as the Brown Creeper, 
White Breasted Nut Hatch, 
Chickadee and varous wood- 
peckers including the 
Pileated, make their home 
or seek food in the Tall Tim- 
ber. At this time of year with 
the process of nesting over 
the absence of birds in the 
Pines is obvious. If you want 
to see birds, it is necessary 
to be there in June with your 
binoculars in hand. 

The deer only pass back 
and forth through the Tall 
Timber as there isn’t enough 
cover and browse to keep 
them consistently in the 
area. This is a year of few 
pine cones, so the number 
and times we see any 
squirrels has been few. Here 
and there is evidence of a 
bear, but. most visitors get 
rather apprehensive at the 
mention of a bear, so I 
usually keep that informa- 
tion to myself. All in all the 
Tall Timber is beautiful to 
look at, but it is a wildlife 
desert for at least part of the 
year.

The millage rate for the $4,950,000 bond 
issue approved by voters will be 2.72 mills 
for the first year, which will appear on the 
December tax bills. 

For the July and December tax bills next 
year, the total of 2.72 mills is expected to be 
cut. Reynolds said it is a good time to be 
selling bonds since the state of Michigan’s 
rating was upgraded recently and interest 
rates are low. 

The 2.72 mills on the December tax bills 
represents a 2.5 mill increase from last 
year’s tax bills because the school district 
recently lowered the debt retirement 
millage .22 mills. The Grayling Elementary 
School will be paid off in 1989 and the 
Frederic Elementary Schoo! will be paid off 
in 1991 further reducing the debt retirement 
millage. 

The entire cost of the renovation and con- 
struction projects is $5,294,800. The school 
district expects to make $344,800 in interest 
on the $4,950,000 borrowed through the bond 
issue. By law, the school district must in- 
clude the amount expected to be earned in 
interest in the total fund to reduce the 
amount to be borrowed.
